There is a difference of opinion 
nmong unofficial people near the com- 
mission, but the prediction is made 
that Spain will decline the American 
cffer of money, that she will refuse to 
cede the Philippines and will say to 
the United States: 


You may 4aKe the archipelago because 
you have the power to do so. As you aa- 
Vance we wilj retire, protesting against 
greedy aggression. We will faithfully 
carry out our protocol pledges and leave 
Cuba and Porto Rico in your hands. You 
came here to engage in a discussion un- 
der the terms of the protocol, but you 
evidently meant when drawing up that 
document te previde a conference in 
which, though we differ, man to man, 
vou proposed to announce at the proper 
time what you will do whether we agree 
to it or object. Such an attitude robs 
the conference of a negotiative character 
and sets up the United States as a dom- 
inant power whose first purpose is to 
tisten, but whose ultimate determination 
is do its own will. 

As a matter of fact Senor Montero Rlos 
is reported to have used virtually such 
language and arguments as the foregoing. 
He said more, even indicating a high de- 
gree of exasperation at the American offer 
of $29,000,000. His manner, no less than his 
words, betrayed his repugnance.

away of $20,000,000 in addition to the loss of 
the Philippines.

Asserts United States Should Appropriate 
Money Fer the Purpose, 


SAYS IT 1S DUE COLORED PEOPLE 


Leader and Representative of the 
Race Advances New and Sensa- 
tional Grounds in a Speech > 
at Dublin Before Con- 
ference. 


Dublin, Ga., November 22.~—(Speciz!.)— 
The seventeenth session of the Macon Afri- 
can Methodist Episcopal conference, sit- 
ting here since Wednesday, adjourned at 
4 o'clock this morning. Bishop H. M. 
Turner, D.D., of Atlanta, presided, assist- 
ed by Vicar Bishop James M. Devane, of 
Queenstown, South Africa. 


This conference consisted of 20 colored 
ministers. 


Before reading out the appointments, 


Bishop Turner made a sensational address. 
Among other things he said: 


I see no manhood future sor the negro 
in tmis country, and tne man who 1s not 
ale lO aQiseOver imat racy irom existing 
conditions must ve void of cyummon 
Sense, Our civil, political and. secial 
Status is degraving, and as degradation 
begets degredation, the hegro must go 
trom had to worse ad intiinitum. Neith- 
er education nor wealth can ever eie- 
vate us to the grade of respectability. 
I say- this, because we are surroun- 
ed by so many inthuences that militate 
a,ainst our Mapaood. 

fhe best thing the negru can do Is to 


call a areat national convention and 
ask the United States congress for a 


hundred million dollars to meet the ex- 

pense of starting a line of steamers 

between this country and Africa, thus 

Puoneering a domain for our settlement. 

With this start upon the part of the 

Eeneral government, whieh actually 

owes us forty billions of dollars for 246 

years’ of labor, we eould build up a 

business that would enable us to trans- 

port to Africa us mativ of ouy race as 
are fjt to go. If the U'rited States has 
hundreds of millions to throw away in 

a Useless War. and for other foolis 

things, surely it can appropriate a hun- 

dred million dollars to the most loyal 
inhabitants itshas in its domain.

Augusta, Ga., November 22.—(Special.)— 
The mill situation in Augusta is belleved to 
show signs of a peaceful solution at an 
early day, though there have been no ma-~ 
terial changes today, except in the pre- 
valling spirit. ‘The conference today be- 
iween the mill presidents and the commii- 
tee from the operatives, accompanied by 
Mayor Walsh, was iong and friendly, and 
ended with the following. proposition from 
the Manufacturers’ Association: 

The necessity which required us to 
adopt the new schedule of wages was 
the severe competition of the southern 
mills located outside of the Augusta dis- 
trict in the Carolinas. To show our good 
faith, we make the following proposition 
to our operatives: If your committee 
will ascertain the wages paid in the 
Carolina mills, so that our association 
can verify the same, we will gladly 
make a comparison of thesa wages with 
our sehedule. and will guarantee to pay 
our operatives 6 per cent more than the 
above named operatives receive. 

We, presidents of the mills in the Au- 
gusta districts, hereby agree not to dis- 
charge any of our hands on account of 
the present lock out, or on aceount of 
their affiliation with any labor organi- 
zation. 

A mass meeting of ‘the operatives this 
afternoon reeeived the report of their com- 
mitte and were aguin addressed by Mayor 
Walsh, who advised them to go back to 
work tomorrow and remain at work while 
purstting any investigation tmey saw fit to 
make into Carolina mill wages. 

City Politics Creeps In. 

Tt {s difficult to keep municipal polities 
out in Augusta and Daun Kerr, who was de- 
feated by Ilion. Patrick Walsh for mayor a 
year ago, has come forward with a propo- 
sition which his political adversaries are 
unfriendly enough to eharacterize as a 
grand stand piay for political cffect. The 
factories in Augusta pay $5.25 per annum 
per horse power for the water power with 
which to operate. The city owns the canal 
and the sale of this water powe, is cne of 
the substantial sources of municipal reve- 
nue. Mr, Kerr now rgopoz:s that the city 
reduce the price of water power—which is 
the cheapest in the cmintry—to the nominal 
Price of $1 per horse power, and that the 
money thus saved to the mills be devoted 
to the wages ef the operatives. In cthets 
words, that the city lose its revenue and 
reimburse the operatives for the eut in 
Wa ges. 

Apart from ‘tho general objections to 
such @ proposition there is the specifie ob- 
jection that the city is now putting in a 
new system of waterworks under a con- 
tract for $300,000 and the revenue from the 
canal iis credited to enable the city to 
meet {ts obligations. It is argued by Mr. 
Walsh’s friends that Kerr's proposition is 
meant to persuade the laboring element of 
his deep interest in their welfare and «t the 
same time to embarrass Mayor Walsh. 

If it should be adopted it would-mean a 
serious sihortage in municipal revenues and 
embarrasing to the Walsh administration. 


Strikers Reject Plan. 

At this evening’s mass meeting the strik- 
ers deelined to aceept the proposition from 
the mill presidents and appointed a commit- 
tee to go before the city council tomorrow 
afternoon and urge that they adopt the 
Kerr pian. It will be remembered that 
when Mayor Walsh was elected there re- 
mained in the city council a majority of 
members who were Kerr men and that on 
a division in the council the votes stood 
10 to 6. This afternoon the champion of 
the Kerr plan stated: to the meeting there 
would be ten voices in council for the prop- 
osition. Mayor Walsh siated to the meet- 
ing that the proposition is absurd and im- 
possible and if passed by the council covuid 
be enjoined by any property holder in the 
city and surely would be, he operatives 
are in no condition for maintaining a strike, 
being without money or supplies to support 
them in idleness. 

The only weak point in the position of the 
mill men is that the eut does not include 
the salaries of the officers and the bosses. 
If it began with the president's salary and 
came all the way down upon all alike there 
would be no point of successful attack. 
Tire eonduct of the strikers has been quiet, 
orderly and ‘highiy commendable, and there 
is strong ‘hope tonight that they will re- 
sume work very soon.

McGee struck Mrs. Bruce in 
the head with the ax, making a _ serious 
wound, and the negro shot Bruce through 
the left ear, also hitting his head wiva 
the ax, ' 

The next day there was talk of lynching 
McGee, but he was arrested and brought 
safely to jail. William Bruce was once 
tried and acquitted of liquor selling.

Macon, Ga., November 99 .(Special.)—The 
prohibitionists will hold meetings at the 
prohibition tent until the day before tie 
election ana they intend to put in their best 
work during the last few days of the cam- 
paign. 

Rev. Sam W. Small will deliver several 
more addresses before the campaign cioses. 


He says he will make things warm tor the 
Whisky men and that he intends to show 
the saloon keepers that he knows something 
about their trades. He stated at the tent 
meeting Sunday night that the cause of 
the trouble with the negro soldiers Satur- 
day night, was whisky. He says that all of 
the negroes were drunk and had no better 
sense than to burn and murder. He witl 
address the meeting at the tent tomorrow 
night and tHe prohibitionists say that the 
largest crowd that has yet been out will be 
at the tent. 

The interests in the election is growing 
every day and the whole town is in a state 
of uncertainty. 

One o! the leading whisky men said toua4y 
that the antis would carry the county by 
3,00 majority. This statement is doubted, 
however. The whisky men are beginning 
to realize that the prohibitionists are gain- 
ing strength every day and that the elec- 
tion will be no walkover. 

But there are some few men on the anti 
side who are claiming large majorities and 
are confident of winning the fight. 

The colored minister, Rev. FE. R. Carter, 
of Atlanta, addressed the colored people 
again tonight at the tent. There were more 
negroes present than at the meeting last 
night. Carter made a strong talk for prohi- 
bition and it is thought that he won many 
votes, , 

The meeting at the tent tomorrow night 
Will be attended by all of the students of 
Mercer and otf Wesleyan. In addition-to the 
address of Mr. Small, Hon. Dupont Guer- 
ry, Professor P. D. Pollock and Dr. Rob- 
erts will aiso make short talks.

With the Soldiers. 

A grand review of the troops now station- 
ed here wili be held at an early date. Gen- 
eral. Wilson said that the streets of Macon 
und the race track at Central City park 
would be excellent places to hold the review 
and that it would probably talto p'ace in a 
few days. 

General Wilson says that he is well pleas- 
ed with Macon as a camping place and that 
he is just as much in love with it now as 
he was thirty-three years ago. He says that 
the only difference between now and then 
is that he was boss of the whole city, 
while now he can only boss the camps. Tho 
Seventa immune regiment arrived in the 
city this afternoon in gix sections. The 
trains came in over the Southern. They 
were sent out to their camp ground at the 
liuff place on their arrival and have been 
very busy since that time putting up the 
tents, so that they will be able to sleep in 
camp-.tonight. The negroes seem to be very 
orderly and have given the provost guard 
no troudle. Tne regiment has about 1,000 
men and officers. Their camp will be near 
that of the Tenth immunes. 

The report circulated here to the effect 
that Colonel Kurt, of the Second Ohio, 
is to be courtmartialed is denied by the 
officers here. General Wilson ‘said this 
morning that he knew of nothing in the 
conduet of Colone] Kurt taat would war- 
rant a courtmartial and that he was sur- 
prised when he saw an aceount of it in 
the papers. The idea that is out seems to 
be that Colonel Kurt disobeyed the 
orders of General Bates When he 
allowed his regiment, the Second Ohio. to 
come into. the city to sleep. The action of 
Colonel Kurt in allowing the men to do 
this has won him the admiration of a]! of 
the eitizens and soldiers. When the regi- 
ment arrived here it was raining ‘hard, and 
it was. impossible for the men to get up 
the tents on the day of the arrival, and he 
sllowed the men to come into the city 
that night so that they would not have to 
sleep in the rain. 

General McKee, who is in command of 
the Second brigade, arrived in the city this 


morning from Knoxville. He was here 
several weeks ago,- but had to return to 
his command until it was moved here. 


The rein held up late this afternoon and 
it has turned off very eold. The tent stoves 
will probably be brought into use at the 
camps tonight.

He made it clear 
to the committee by his terse and effective 
Statement that the college at Dahlonega 
was doing good work for the state and that 
more than sixty counties in the state were 
at present the recipients of its advantages. 
Action upon this matter was likewise de- 
ferred until] later. Mayor Collier and City 
Attorney Anderson appeared before the 
committee in the interest of a bill intro- 
duced by Mr. Knowles, of Fulton, to refund 
to the city of Atlanta the aggregate sum of 
$4,047 for money spent by the city in im- 
proving the property of the state. This 
grows out of the pavement of the streets 
in the neighborhood of the Technological 
school and the capitol. Both the mayor and 
the city attorney frankly stated to the 
committee that they did not demand the 
payment of the claim since the state could 
not be forced to pay such matters, but that 
in fairness and justice the state ought to 
join with the city in paying for common 
improvements. Some of the members took 
the position that Atlanta was benefited by 
the presence of the capitol and the Tech- 
nological school in her midst, but Mayor 
Collier met these objections by stating that 
Atlanta had fully met her obligations to the 
state with reSpect to these institutions and 
that moleover she paid into the treasury of 
the state one-seventh of its revenues de- 
rived from taxes. Such being the case, he 
thought the state ought to respect the city’s 
claim and refund the money expended for 
improvements. Noe action was taken in -the 
matter yesterday afternoon. 


SENATE IN INDUSTRIOUS SESSION 


Acts on a Number of Bills and Dis- 
patches Public Business. 

The fact that yesterday ended the first 
half of uhe present session of the legislature 
Was apparent in the brisk increase of busi- 
néss in the upper house. By far the great- 
er part of proposed legislation originates in 
the lower branch and the senate has to 
sit idle for a week or two before it gets 
any hand in the making of laws. All ap- 
propriation bills have to be introduced in 
the house, and in times like these the bills 
which carry appropriations are the ones 
most likely to attract debate. But the 
senate is beginning to be as active a body 
as the house, and from now on it will 
probably be required to hold just as lengthy 
sessions. That held yesterday acted upon 
several important measures and others of 
importance were introduced. 

In the absence of Chaplain Watkins, 
who is attending conference in Augusta, the 
senate was opened with prayer by Rev. Mr. 
Bond, and immediately afterwards ‘the 
general judiciary committee reported recom- 
mending the passage of the house city court 
bills by substitute. These bills provide for 
amending the law creating the city court 
of Atlanta so as to allow the judge and 
solicitor to be elected by the people. The 
Substitute provides that the people elect, 
but fixes the time for election for October, 
1900, the governor in the meantime to ap- 
point, and also fixes the terms of the offi- 
Cials to be appointed to expire in January, 
1901. There was a minority report presented 
by Messrs. Fouche, Redding and Wingfield, 
whose failure to vote at the meeting of 
the senate general judiciary committee on 
Monday made the vote in favor of the sub- 
stitute bill appear without opposition. The 
newspaper report that there were votes 
against it in committee is absolutely untrue. 
So far as the committee vote is concerned 
it was unanimous. 

Mr. Wright sought to have what is known 
as the “tramway bill’ recommitted to the 
railway committee, and he succeeded after 
a brisk battle. This is a bill introduced by 
Mr. Humphries to make it unlawful to 
require chartered railroads to connect with 
tram roads except for the purpose of trans- 
porting products and mill supplies. The 
bill was on the secretary’s desk with a fa- 
vorable report. Mr. Humphries and others 
strongly opposed the motion. Mr. Wright, 
Mr, West and others favored it and argued 
that the passage of the bill would confiscate 
a million dolvars’ worth of property in south 
Georgia. They said the bill had not been 
as fully considered as it should thhave been, 
as many members of the committee were 
absent. After a number of short speeches 
the motion was carried and the bill went 
back to the committee for further consid- 
eration. 

The resolution of Mr. Thrasher to inves- 
tigate the Ainances of the state came back 
from the house with several amendments. 
They were all concurred in. The biil of 
Mr. Hargrove, of Dooly, making it a mis- 
demeanor to bait and shoot doves so baited 
came up for final action, but a committee 
was out at the time and the bill received 
19 wotes to 3 against, which would have 
lost it, but before the result was declared, 
on motion the bill was temporarily tabled. 

Mr. Mann, of the thirtieth, introduced a 
bill that will create considerable discussion 
in the senate. It prohibits railroad compa- 
nies, express companies and other common 
carriers from carrying from any county 
in Georgia any spirituous , malt or intoxi- 
cating liquors and delivering the same in 
any other county, city, town, municipal cor- 
poration, militia district or other place 
where the sale of liquors is now or may 
be hereafter prohibited by law, ‘high license 
or otherwise, and it prohibits dealers in 
liquors from sending the same by such 
companies or carriers for delivery in other 
places where the scale is prohibited by law. 
The bill further provides that on the trial 
of such cases, after delivery has been 
shown by the state, the burden shall be 
upon the defendant to show that the 
liquors were shipped from without the 
state, when he sets up as a defense that 
they were shipped from without the state. 

The bill is a sefious blow at the liquor 
traffic, and is Hkely to attract general at- 
tention. In urging its passage Mr. Mann 
said: 

“If the house bill to sweep whisky from 
the state does not pass my bill wil] come 
inws the next best thing. The object of 
the bill is to help prohibition in counties 
where the people have voted it, to more 
thoroughly prohibit.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


“Down in Hancock,” said Judge Seaborn 
Reese yesterday afternoon, “the farmers 
are face to face with a serious condition. 
The problem of how to exist on 444-cent cot- 
ton ts being further complicated with them 
by the fact that they cannot secure hands 
to gather the fleecy crop they have made. 
Their negro tenant farmers having been 
held up ail the year by the white landlords, 
have to meet. They are there- 
fore leaving their crops in the fields and 
secking day jobs, which will net them more 
money than they would get if they picked 
their cotten and squared accounts with 
their landlords. 

“Thus the situation has become such that 
nobody is making plans for the future, It 


no debts 


would be useless to do so. They are, for 
the most part, going it blindly now, hoping 
that coming conditions will Shape them- 
selves favorably. Nobody can tell how they 
have gotten through so far, and they them- 
selves can't tell how they are going to get 
through the future. They do not see any- 
thing but darkness in front, and it is with 
hope, rather than expectation, that they 
are going ahead.” 


Congressman Griggs, of the second dis- 
trict, came up to Atlanta yesterday and 
registered at the Kimball Last night, 
while discussing the condition of the farm- 
ing class in Georgia and the south, he said: 
“There is a good deal being said and writ- 
ten about how the farmer could be indepen- 
dent if he would. And here and there you 
see the fact practically demonstrated, But 
the t®uth is with a vast majority of the 
agriculturists, the thing is an impossibility. 
Down in the second they- are nearly all of 
them living at home. Less meat and less 
corn is being imported there than ever be- 
fore. Many of them have barns full of hay 
and cribs full of corn and maybe some meat 
in the smokehouse. But tkey have no 
money. And what is more, they owe debts 
that must be met. Four-cent catton will 
have cost them more than it will come to 
when they go to market it and those debts 
they cannot meet. 

“This talk about living at home Is ex- 
ceedingly pretty in theory. But it isn't al- 
Ways possbble. For instance, take the white 
farmer who runs fifty plows. To live at 
home he must ralse, in addition to his 
money crop, meat and bread and all other 
necessarfes for each plowhand and family, 
to Say nothing of provender for the stock. 

“It is true that if the farmers, white and 
black, would be Content to live on nothing 
but cornbread and pork they might raise 
that and be independent—as such inde- 
pendence goes. But naturally the farmer, 
like the city man, would like ta get hold of 
a dollar or two now and then. And ee 
won't be content until he ean. 

“The conditions are going to work out all 
right, though. The result will be free 
silver. I believe firmly that such a national 
financial policy is bound to eventually come 
abcut. It will do of own weight, 
sooner or later. There is no possible doubt 
ofit. Then we will all be all right.’’

The 
right and responsibility of choice rests en- 
tirely with the companies. The list is sim- 
ply the vehicle for conveying the present 
decision of the companies as expressed to 
the association, to rts members and to all 
other local agents in the country. This as- 
sociation will not presume to question the 
decision of the companies nor will it assume 
responsibility for their action. 

“When the list is published surprise will 
be felt and expressed that some companies 
are found thereon and that some others 
are not. If there is any credit or blame 
either for their presence or their omission 
it rests entirely upon the individual com- 
panies, and their agents or others interest- 
ed will be requested to discuss the question 
directly with them rather than with this 
association. 

“There may be a company that will mis- 
construe this request of loc@l agents for 
its assistance into a demand from its ser- 
vants, and may therefore consider it undig- 
nified to reply or dangerous to comply. Or 
it may imagine that the request is a reflec- 
tion upon its past record or may feel that 
its methods of doing business are hot sub- 
ject to question, and for these or some other 
reasons may not express a willingness to 
have its mame put on the list. 

“If there should be such a company and 
its past record should be so unimpeacnabie, 
the members of this association wouid re- 
gret its unwillingness to co-operate wita 
its OWN agents and witn other cormnpanies 
and their agents in this effort against a 
practice which the company itse.f must 
consider an unmitigated evil. ‘he loyal 
agents of a company which fails to snow 
its colors at this time cannot feel otherwise 
than grieved because of ite lack of sym- 
a ihy tor tneir interests. 

“Among the large number of companies 
whose names will appear On tne said list, 
Wien it is published, there May be one 
which will subsequenuy practice overhead 
writing. This association deeply regrets 
such a possibility and sincerely hopes that 


| it may hever ®ecome a reality; but it recog- 


nizes the right of a company to Change its 
mind, and it will, tf notitied of such a 
change, drop the said company’s name 
from the list and give its withdrawal proper 
publicity. in the possible event of a com- 
pany on the list praevicing overhead writ- 
ing without withdrawing therefrom tne 
grievance committee of this association 
will act vigorously, and every person en- 
gaged in the fire insurance business in this 
country will be promptly notified of the 
company’s perfidy. 

“The National Association of Local Fire 
Insurance Agenis appreciates the magni- 
tude of the overhead writing evil and realiz- 
es that it has been only skirmishing against 
it so far. We now intend to rally the local

BOARD TO TAKE 


| UP MANY MATTERS 


Important Questions Relating to Schools 
To Be Considered This Afternoon. 


TO TEST THE MARKING SYSTEM 


Major Slaton Will Make Interesting 
Report on New Method. 


MAY ADMIT NON-RESIDENTS TO SCHOOLS 


Nearsightedness Among Children 4Vill 
Be Discussed—Also Bill for Uni- 
form School Books. 


THE BOARD OF EDUCATION WILL 
hold an important meeting tis afternoon. 
The result of the first month under the 
new marking system which was begun in 
the schools in October have been made 
out, and Superintendent Slaton will report 
on the success of the system. 

The new method of grading the recita- 
tations of the pupils has prevented the 
usual high marks. The averages for the 
past month have been much lower than 
for the previous months. Major Slaton 
said yesterday that they had dropped about 
15 per cent and that akhough the pupils 
had worked just as hard over their studies 
as for other months and years, the manner 
in which the general average was now 
obtained differed sufficiently to make the 
result of a month’s work show to less ad- 
vantage. 

This will lessen the number of promo 
tions for this year in comparison with pre- 
vious years. 

Major Slaton said that when the new 
system of marking was commenced the 
board did not change the average requisite 
to secure an advance from one class to 
another. The per cent formerly required 
was 75, with 100 as a maximum, 

Heretofore every study, deporiment, at- 
tendance and writing all counted for the 
same, which is 100. Under the new system 
the per cent value, deportment, attendance 
and writing have been cut down and the 
value placed upon good recitations in arith- 


metic, spelling, grammar and other studies 


has been raised. Since it is not so easy 
to obtain a high mark in the difficult 
studies as in deportment, attendance and 
writing, the general averages have been 
cut down for the first month and wiil be 
for the year. 

For instance, under the old method of 
marking, by which a general average of 
73 was required to win a promotion, a pupil 
could fail short in arithmetic, spelling, 
grammar and other studies, but if he re- 
ceived 100 in attendance, deportment and 
writing, his general average would be kept 
up to the required 75 per cent. 

Under the new system deportment, at- 
tendance and writing do not count for as 


much in the general average. If a pupil 
gets a low mark in arithmetic, spelling and 
grammar and other studies, he will not 
have the high marks.in.deportment, at- 


tendance and grammar to pull hint up to 


the required ‘general average percentage, 
which is still 7.

Major Slaton will call the attention of 
the board to this need and recommend 
that the general average be lowered. 

Major Slaton has been vigilant in his 
work since the first of the year and has 
been watching closely. the condition of 
each school. He will report to the board 
the condition of the health of the school 
children. He said yesterday that the gen- 
eral health of the pupils is very good. 

Another question which Major Slaton will 
discuss before the board ts that of the ad- 
mission of children of non-residents into 
the public schools. This right, which had 
been in existence for a long time previous 
to this year, was denied the non-residents 
at the opening of the present term, as the 
school building's were scarcely large enough 
to receive the pupils in the city who had 
prior claim to seats, 

A. number of the pupils have dropped 
out, however, for various reasons, leaving 
many vacancies. It is believed that some 
of the non-resident children can be accom- 
modated. Tuitign will be charged if the 
board decides to admit them. 


Against Uniform Books. 

Major Slaton will bring t6 the attention 
of the board the fact that a bill has been 
presented to the legislature for passage 
providing for uniform school books in all 
parts of the state. Similar measures to 
this have been defeated in either ithe house 
or the senate on many different occasions. 
Major Slaton has been instrumental foyr 
times in defeating such a bil!. He proposes 
to fight again, and the board may take

Increasing Nearsightedness. 

Major Slaton has one of tne most im- 
portant questions that the board of educa- 
tior has ever considered, to bring before 
it today. He said yesterday: 

“I have noticed that nearsightedness is 
steadily increasing in the schools each 
year, and something ought to be done to 
stop it. I have changed the desks as much 
as possible, and at considerable cost to get 
the light from the windows to come over 
the back and left side of the pupils, but I 
am not satisfied with this, 

I have tried everything I know, and 
thought over many plans, but the failing 
eyesight of the children of the schools is 
appalling. There are many of them who 
have to wear glasses while they are yet 
very young, and this is not a -natural con- 
dition. I shall speak to the board about it.” 

Major Slaton will recommend that the 
board take the matter under consideration 
and ask for a scientific inspection into the 
cause of the nearsightedngss of the chil- 
dren. He believes that if-optical experts 
take hold of the matter they can arrive at 
the scientific cause of it and suggest a 
remedy that will be effective. 

Many parents have been heard to com- 
plain, and the question of light in the 
school is’ considered one that should re- 
ceive instant attention. The board. will 
take the matter under deliberation this 
afternoon, and may arrive at some con- 
clusion, 

A teachers’ meeting was held in the office 
of Hamilton Douglas yesterday afternoon, 
A large number of the teachers were pres- 
ent and also the members of the committee.
